The -members of the summer school 
class in advanced cataloguing are to 
catalogue as a part of- their practice 
work a number of rare books in the 
possession of the .University Library. 
Among them are an incuuabulum 
dated 1478, a copy of a polyglot psalter 
printed in. 1516, a Claudius Claudianus 
of 1519. a 1705 edition of a German 
translation of Virgil, and a Greek 
grammar published in Paris in 1553. 

The incuuabulum is the Summa de 
Casibuff Conscient'iae, lib. VIH, of Aa- 
tesanus de Ante. It contains several 
excellently preserved, large, illumi- 
nated initials. The psalter is a copy 
of the first edition of the first poly- 
glot psalter, and was printed id Italy. 
This volume is ’of particular .interest 
since it is written in four languages, 
Hebrew, Arabic, Latin, and Chaldean, 
in, four pajwllel columns. In it a 
nuipher of allusions are made to Co- 
lumbus’ voyage to the ends of the 
earth. The Claudius Claudianus, 
which is in very good condition, was 
printed by Philip Junta in Florence, 
in 1519.

In addition the" stands * 
will bp. entirely lighted. The officials 
explain t1fat in tlie case of a,, football 
i game about hfilf of the • people at- 
tend more for the glamor of the oc- 
casion than to see a good game of 
football. Kirk Miller, sports editor of 
The Washington -Times, tykpVesHed- his 
opinion that approximately ten per 
cent of those present at any game 
really know and appreciate the show 
which fir~being staged for their bene- 
fit. The hands, new fall clothes, fur 
coats, the cheers, the crowds, ^friends, 
in ^general, the whole glamor and 
show, are the chief drawing cards for 
the average college game. Normally 
all this would be swallowed up iu 
the darkness, but attempts are being 
made all over to preserve the atmos- 
phere by lighting the stands as well 
as the field. ... v -*• 

Whether or not 'night football" is a 
permanent thing is still a matter of 
doubt. Opinions have been expressed 
by managers, coaches ami players, 
most of which point toward a dis- 
continuation^ of it after a few years. 
However^ the idea will be proven or 
dlsproven probably within the next 
three years. 

But for the present it should -be - 
sufficient to prophesy that the in- 
creasing interest in George Washing- 
ton grid teams together with the in- 
creased possibilities for large attend- 
ance at games will make for a sea- 
son which will be more successful 
than any in the history of the Uni- 
versity.

delicate treaty between Colombia and 
the United States regarding the Pan- 
ama Canal question.
